volved brings rich dividends in the goodwill and 
ii'iendship of those with whom they come into 
contact. 
There is much stress today on the need 
lor a greater social consciousness among both old 
and young. It is being said that we are on the 
threshold of a new social age. This means that we 
need more inter-group understanding to over­ 
come racial and religious intolerance; more kind­ 
ness to solve the problems of wayward adolesence; 
a greater readiness to support movements for so­ 
cial and economic reform. It means shedding atti­ 
tudes oi negligence or indifference— which really 
denote a callous selfishness— to become vital and 
interested sharers in community and national 
life rather than home-isolated units in a society 
that needs everybody's helping hand. 
Religion— and common sense — teach that 
no . society can hope to survive unless there is a 
feeling of mutual responsibility among all its 
members. We may seek to excluse a lack of wider 
social interest by pleading our own family or vo­ 
cational obligations, but it would be hard indeed 
to find any life so filled with demands on time or 
energy as to preclude some little degree of active 
concern for the community at large. 
There may be little we can do personally 
to serve the interests or needs of others, but little 
or great, our consciences will surely condemn us 
if selfishness alone prevents us from adding our 
mite to the treasury of goodwill and generosity 
from which so many burdened and suffering, to­ 
day especially, must draw heavily.
